the year 1951-52, and is entitled to present this petition. onstituency, held In 
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2. That Respondent No. 1 Is the successful candidate who fought the said 
Election on behalf of Hindu Mahasabha. the declaration of result Respondent 
No. 1 was made in the Gazette of India, dated 14th February 1952, and ot the 
lodging of return of election expenses was made in the Gazette of India, dated 6th 
May, 1952. 

3. That the Respondents Nos. 2 to 5 are all defeated candidates of the said 
Election. 

Respondent No. 2 is the Zonal Director of Madhya Bharat Hindu Sabha Branch, 
but he declared himself as a independent candidate. Respondent No. 3 was an 
independent candidate. Respondent No. 4 was set up by Socialist party. Respon- 
dent No. 5 is the congress nominee. 

4 . That the votes obtained by each of the Respondents were as follows: —

5. The said Constituency comprised of Bhilsa and Guna Districts (barring 
Chachoda Tehsil) of Madhya Bharat, Nine Constituencies of Madhya Bharat 
Legislative Assembly were included In the said constituency. The pulling dates 
of the house of peoples and Madhya Bharat Legislative Assembly were the same. 
The following candidates were set up by the Hindu Maha Sabha for the Consti- 
tuencies of Madhya Bharat Legislative Assembly in the said constituency of House 
of peoples.

The 
res'ult was that the propoganda of each candidate of the same party effected the 
prospects of Election of both the candidates, i.e, candidate for the House of People 
and the candidate tor the Madhya Bnarat Legislative Assembly, 

6. Tho candidates No. 1 and 2 were fighting the Election of Madhya Bharat 
Legislative Assembly in the said constituency of House ot peoples on behalf oi 
Ram Rajya Parishad and No. 3 & 4 on behalf of Congress party: — 

1. Keshav Atmaram Shastri, Bhilsa Constituency. 

2. Krishna Gopal, Basoda Constituency. 

3 Ram Sahai, Bhilsa Constituency. 

4. Sunnulal, Bhilsa Constituency (Schedule Caste seat). 

7. The Respondents No. 1 belonging to the Hindu Mahasabha fought hie 
Election maimy on the following programme. 

1. Amendment of the Constitution of India, so bb to make Bharat a truly 

Democrat-c Hindu State. 

2. Opposition to the Hindu Code Bill. 

3. Prevention of cow-slaughter chiefly on religious basis. 

4. Protection of Religious traditions, 

8. That the Respondent Nos. 2 and 3 and the candidate of the Ram Rajya 
Parishad followed more or less the same lines of appeal as Respondent No. 1. In 
addition to the above Ramrajya Parishad candidates were also propogating to 
establish a theocratic state in India which would be subject to the control of 
religion. 
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9. That your humble petitioner asserts that the Election of Respondent No. 1 is 
liable to be set aside on the following grounds: — 

(1) That the Respondent No, 1 his agents, and other persons with the connivance 
of Respondent No, 1 and his agents, through speeches, several pamphlets and 
posters as shown in the list of particulars annexed herewith, there was a systematic 
appeal to Electors to vote for Respondent No. 1 in the name of Hindu religion, 
Hindu Jatce and mother cow as symbol of Hindu Religion with the effect that a 
large number of electors were led thereby to vote for Respondent No, 1. While 
many other Electors who would have voted for Respondent No. 5 refrained from 
voting and thus secured the majority in favour of Respondent No. 1. 

(2) That the said respondent No 1 has himself and through his agents taken the 
assistance of a number of Government servants (Patils) to further the prospects of 
his election. The names of such servants and the particulars of assistance taken 
from them are set out in the list of particulars annexed herewith. 

(3) Respondent No 1 their agents and other persons with the connivance of 
Respondent No. 1 and his agents issued several handbills and leaflets over the 
signatures of certain persons who did not subscribe their signatures to the said 
handbills and leaflets. Through these fraudulent means the Respondent No. 1 his 
agents and other persons with the connivance of Respondent No. 1 brought undue 
influence over the electors in furtherance of his election, to interfere with the free 
exercise of their electoral rights. The details are given in the List of particulars 
annexed herewith. 

(4) That the Respondent No. 1 his agents and other persons with the connivance 
of Respondent No. 1 and his agents issued handbills and posters detailed In the 
list of particulars annexed herewith, which did not. bear on the face of them the 
names and addresses of the printers and publishers. Thereby he has incurred a 
disqualification for membership by reason of their illegal practice. 

(51 That the Resnondent No i his agents and other persons with ihe connivance 
of the Respondent No 1 and their agents brought undue Influence on the Electors 
to Interfere with the free exercise of their electoral rights in furtherence of their 
election purposes, by publishing and distributing one handbill alleging that murderer 
VI lav Vargi.va a candidate for the Parliament seat from the above area his 
colleagues and incapable congressmen have got congress tickets for election. This 
is the proper time for ending congress rule If we miss this chance we shall incure 
divine displeasures. 

The details and other particulars arc set out in the list of annexure Marked “T”. 

(6) That the Return of Election expenses lodged by Respondent No. 1 is false 
in material particulars. Full details of which are set out in the list of particulars 
annexed herewith. The said respondent, has thereby incurred a disqualification for 
membership. 

(7) That the Respondent No. 1 his agents and other persons with the connivance 
of Respondent No. 1 distributed and explained handbills (details in list of parti- 
culars annexed herewith) to cast undue influence upon the Electors. 

(8) That the Respondent No. 1 his agents and other persons with the connivance 
of Respondent No. 1 and his agents published and circulated a handbill entitled 
“STTAHIDON KI SWARGTY ATMAON Kl LALKAR” and marked “T” containing 
false statement of fact alleging Vijaya Varglya ns murderer believing to be false 
or at any rate not believing it to be true regarding personal character and conduct 
of Respondent No. 5 which was reasonably calculated to effect the prospects of 
Respondent No. 5. The particulars are given in the annexure set out. 

Besides above handbill Respondent No. 1 and his agents with the connivance of 
Respondent No 1 and his agents declared Respondent No. 5 as murderer in their 
slogans and speeches in all the public meetings held in connection with the canvass- 
ing for Respondent No. 1. 

(9) In addition to the grounds set forth in para, 8 of the petition, your humble 
petitioner asserts that the Respondent No. 1 his agents and other persons with 
the connivance of Resnondent No. 1 and his agents have published and explained 
several handbills relating mainlv to the personal character and conduct of Shree 
Ram Sahia a candidate of the Madhya Bharat Legislative Assembly from Bhilsa 
Constituencv containing false statements detailed in list of particulars annexed 
herewith. These statements were published believing them to be false or at anv 
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r,ile, not believing to be true in furtherence of joint election campaign of Hindu 
Maha Sabha candidate of house of People and Legislative Assembly. These state- 
ments have also materially effected the prospects of election of Respondent No. 5. 
These statements contain some such facts which were meant nnd in effect did throw 
light on the personal character and conduct of Respondent No. 5 This part of these 
statements is also false and was known to be false or at any rate was not believed 
to be true. 

(10) That Seth Ghasl Ram, President Hindu Sabha, Bhilsa and agent of Shree 
Jamna Prasad Mukhraiya, a few days before the polling of Plpaldhar Station, 
which took place on 15th January 52 at Plpaldhar temple stated before the public, 
“The Congress candidate had given live thousands of Rupees to Ramrajya Parlshad 
candidate in order to divide Hindu Sabha votes”. This was a false statement of 
fact and was made believing it to be false was personally calculated to prejudice 
the Election of ResDondent No. 5 This statement relates to the personal character 
and conduct of Respondent No. 5. 

(11) That even tf your humble petitioner is not able to satisfy that the false state- 
ments mentioned in para, 0 of tho petition are such on the basis of which election 
of Respondent No. 1 can be declared void. Your petitioner submits that on account 
Of tho facts mentioned in para. 9, Respondent No. 1 has incurred a disqualification 
and on the basis of that disqualification, his election is liable to be set aside, 

(12) That your Petitioner further asserts that but for the votes obtained by 
Respondent No. 1 by corrupt and illegal practices the Respondent No, 6 would 
have obtained majority of valid votes. 

(13) That your petitioner has deposited as security, the sum of Rs. 1,000 the 
receipt of which is hereby enclosed . 

Wherefore your humble petitioner prn.vs that Ihe Election of Respondent No. 1 
be declared to bo void and that Respondent No. 5 be declared to be have been 
duly elected.
